(¢) Twenty-five thousand dollars for construction of a poul-
try building * * * and * * * {twenty-five thousand
dollars for * * *® sanitatton and sewage to be available
July 1, 1917.

(d) Fifty thousand dollars for the construction pf a grand-
stand to be avatlable July 1, 1918.

(e) Fifty thousand dollars for the construction.of a grand-
stand to be available July 1, 1919.

Provided, that no part of this appropriation excepting the ap-
propriation in subdivision (a) for repair and construction of
fences and the enclosure of open structures shall be paid out of
the state treasury until and unless the state * * * depart-
ment of agriculture certifies in writing to the secretary of state
and to the state treasurer that Milwankee county has con-
veyed, granted or donated in a manner authorized by subdivi-

Subsection 4 of section 172—49 of the statutes is
amended to read: (Section 172—49.) 4. There is annually
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appropriated * * * beginning July * * * 1, 1915,
* * * {hirty thousand dollars, payable from any moneys in
the general fund not otherwise appropriated, for Stout institute
for current expenses. Any unexpended balance shall be avail-
able in subsequent years.

There is added to section 172—49 of the statutes,
a new subsection to be numbered and to read: (Section

The county judges of
the counties of Chippewa, Columbia, Dodge, Fond du Lag,
Grant, Green Lake, Jefferson, Monroe, Pepin, Pserce, Shawano,
Trempealeau, Walworth, Washington and Waukesha may keep
their offices and hold special terms of the county court at any
time between the times of holding the regular terms and trans-
act any_ business which might be done at, or which may be con-
tinued from, any regular term to such special term at the fol-
lowing places, in their respective counties:

In the county of Chippewa, at the cities of Chippewa Falls
and Stanley;

In the county of Columbia, at the city of Columbus;

In the county of Dodge, at the cities of Beaver Dam, Mayville
and Watertown;

In the county of Fond du Lac, at the cities of Ripon, and
Waupun;
